eight feet of ore aud in all the opening
good values are obtainable The owu
ers are hard at work dnveloping the
property and those who bnvo examinod
it say that it is otio of tho greatost
strikes ever made in the county The
looatlou is handy to wood aud water
and is accessible by wagon road

We understand that within the next
teu days a large force nf tneu will bo

put to work on the Humestake group
of mines near Silver Creek owned by
R J Holme and that they will be
developed just as rapidly as possible
The mines have had considerable work
done on them by Mr Holmos and the
group is looking exceptionally well
The ore is of a very high milling grade
and even under present conditions tho

At the C O D mine the drift west
on tho 3 jO is now in 00 foet aud is
being driven rapidly ahead Wheu
1000 feet is reached an uptalse will be
made to the surface which will be usod
as the main working shaft Only a
small force is being worked at tho
mine but good headway is being mado
When the new shaft is completed a
largo force will be put to work opening
up stopes and getting the mine In pro
ducing shape A big reduction plant
will bo installed near the new shaft
that will handle more than 100 tons of
ore daily With a few unimportant
breaks iu the vein the oro chute in the
mine shows up the full length of the
drift and carries big values in gold and
silver Milling tests on this oro shows
that it cau be dressed up into a very
high grade concontrate and which is
found to be very desirable at the smel
ters

posed cutoff west from Congress has
completed the work as far as the Colo-

road taxes in that district The Gold
Road company has oxtensive mining
interests iu that soctiou aud a good
wagon road is one of tho uecessary
things in opening up these mines
The board is willing at all times to ox
tend aid in the building of roads iu
the county just so far as it is iu their
powor

Last Tuesday wo visited the placer
fields in Sacramento Wash uiuo miles
west of Needle A largo part of that
country has been staked off and peo
ple are still makiug locations The
di covery of gold was made in the can-

yon

by W H Orr who was working on
a bedrock or nit nor a submerged dam
for tho purpose of raising the water
flowing below the surface and taking
it into Needles for domestic uses and
power Mr Orr found that in the clay
seams in the gravel was big values in
gold and at once changed his plans to
the development of water for hydraul
ic purpose and whou this has beon
accomplished ho will begin sluicing
the rich ground below the damsite
It is estimated that there is a depth
of over sixty foet of pay gravel iu the
canyon the average of which is about
eighteen dollars to the cubic yard or
twenty flvo conts to the pan We were
shown some of the gold takon from tho
bortugs at the dam aud it is of the
same character of that found in the
Chemehuevls mountains The gold
shows considerable wear none of the
larger piece having a ragged or sharp
corner on it Several miles of th a can-

yon above the dam has been Died on
some of tin ovners are at work sink
ing shafts for the purpose of ascer-
taining what they have got While the
main gravel channel is deep and while
the gold may be thero in paying quan-
tities
